NOT CANDIDATE 
FOR SENATE 


WESTPORT, Conn. JA P'—.John 
Davis Lodge, calling for an end to 
Republican factionalism in Con­ 
necticut, has decided against wag­ 
ing a primary fight for the U.S. 
Senate nomination. 
Lodge former governor and am ­ 
bassador 
to 
Spain 
under 
the 
Dwight D. Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration, threw his support behind 
Rep Horace Seely-Brown Jr., who 
received the party’s endorsement 
at the state convention last week, 
Seely-Brown, an eastern Con­ 
necticut apple grower, beat Lodge 
476 to 149. 
Under a state law, Lodge was 
entitled to challenge the conven­ 
tion’s decision in a statewide pri­ 
m ary because he had received at 
least IO per cent of the convention 
vote. 
"PA RTY UNITY" 
"Thoughtful consideration 
has 
confirmed my decision not to en­ 
ter a primary for the Republican 
nomination,” Lodge said Tuesday 
night. 
"In light of the prolonged strug­ 
gle at the recent state convention. 
I think it urgent, now that the del­ 
egates have made their decision, 
that 
factionalism and 
personal 
hopes be subordinated to party 
unity.” 
That was an apparent reference 
to the battle for the gubernatorial 
nomination. The convention went 
to a record eight ballots before 
nominating John Alsop of Avon. 
Alsop, brother of writers Stew­ 
a rt and Joseph Alsop. defeated 
form er State Chairman Edwin H. 
May Jr. of Wethersfield 337-317. 
Lodge is a brother of Henry 
Cabot Lodge, former U.S. ambas 
sador to the United Nations.

for lack of the little ('otter pin. 
The agency wired airlines and 
other organizations that fly 707 
jets Tuesday, warning them of the 
potential (longer spot. One such 
warning went to the Military Air 
Transport Service, which operates 
the Boeing jets used by President 
Kennedy and other government 
leaders.

George C Prill, director of the 
FAA flight standards service, said 
the New York crash "could have 
been the result of an installation 
mistake by one man on one air­ 
craft.’’ 
“We do not see this as a pos­ 
sible explanation for any other 707 
crash about which we have any 
information."

Postage Stamp 
Currency Was 
Adopted In 1862 


This summer marks the cen- 
ennial af “Postage Stamp Cur­ 
rency” in the U, S. 
An article in “Stamps.'’ the 
weekly magazine of philately, re­ 
port* that in 1861-1862 
he trend 
of hostilities between North and 
South was not proceeding accord­ 
ing to IN1 hopes of those who had 
predicted quick victory for the 
Union cause 
To meet the need for money 
Congress in the summer (rf 1861 
issued "greenback'' notes and then 
a new series of paper bills called 
’legal tenter notes ’* The public 
generally feared that the paper 
money wa* subject to deprecia­ 
tion and as a result “hard money*’ 
coins were hoarded with the be­ 
lief that no m atter who won the 
war or what happened, the silver 
or gold would have value. In the 


17, 1862, a bill passed by Congress 
which in effect made stamps legal 
currency. 
Then it was discovered that no­ 
body’had notified the postmaster 
general 
and he did not have 
enough stam ps on hand, and it 
was also discovered that stamps 
are fragile things likely to fall 
apart with much handling. 
The problem was finally solved 
in August 1862 Secretary (rf the 
Treasury Salmon P. Chase came 
out with small sized paper cur­ 
rency in denomination* of five 
cent*, ten cent*. 25 cent* and 50 
cent*. He put the name “Postage 
Currency” on it and the people 
accepted it, It was not postage, 
because it could not be placed on 
mail m atter for transportation in 
the mails. It was not true currency 
because it was fiat in statu*, and 
it probably had no legal anthrol* 
zation by any Congress ad.
